2. To accomplish the function assigned in paragraph 1, the 
Secretary of War and the Commanding General of the Manhattan 
Engineer District have authorized the transfer to the Central 
Intelligence Group of the personnel and working files of the 
Foreign Intelligence Branch operated by the Commanding General 
of the Manhattan Engineer District, effective at the earliest 
practicable date. .
